DETAILED ACTION 



Claim Objections 



1. 



Claim 6 is objected to because of the following 



informalities: at line 6 "devices" should be singular. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 



2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs 
of 35 U.S.C. § 102 that form the basis for the rejections under 
this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless — 
(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed 
publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or 
on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the 
date of application for patent in the United States. 

3. Claims 6-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Gombrich U.S. Patent No. 4,916,441. 



4. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is 
considered pertinent to applicants disclosure. 

Iguchi et al. U.S. Patent No. 5,307,297 describes input 
devices to a portable computer which communicates with the 
portable computer via a wireless communication link. The display 
of Iguchi is hardwired to the portable computer. However, it 
should be noted that the device (100) of figures 20 and 21 has an 
associated display (101) . This input device may send display 
data to the portable computer to have it displayed on the main 
display screen.

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More et al U.S. Patent No. 5,194,852 describes the prior art 
portable display device and input device which includes 
application programs resident in the portable display device. 
This portable display device is mentioned at column 7 lines 60-68 
describe connecting the portable display device to a computer for 
sending files to the computer. 



5. Claims 1-5 and 11-13 are allowable over the prior art of 
record. The prior art of record fails to teach or suggest a 
combined portable display device and input device which requires 
the use of a wirelessly connected remotely located computer to 
provide display information and to interpret positional data 
generated by the input device so this positional data will have 
an effect on the displayed image.
